Under fire. Critics 
question religious 
beliefs of province’s 
new education boss

Alberta’s new education minis¬ 
ter says he will work to balance 
the rights of all children, par¬ 
ents and teachers, but critics 
are questioning his ties to reli¬ 
gious congregations they allege 
maintain anti-gay views. 

Gordon Dirks, a former 
teacher and Calgaiy Board of 
Education trustee, was hand¬ 
ed the province’s education 
reins Monday by new Premier 
Jim Prentice in a move that 
shocked many and led to a 
whirlwind of questions on so¬ 
cial media about his support 
for the LGBTQ, community. 

Dirks’s online profile indi¬ 
cates he’s an executive pas¬ 
tor at Calgaiy’s Centre Street 
Church, a congregation that 
maintains in an online post 
titled “Statement of Theo¬ 
logical Principles and Ministiy 


Practices” that “God intends 
marriage to be a monogamous, 
life-long union between a male 
and female who are each living 
in the physical gender in which 
they were bom.” 

After Dirks’ appointment 
Monday, Alberta NDP leader 
Brian Mason described him on 
Twitter as a “lake of fire preach¬ 
er,” a nod to the published reli¬ 
gious views of former Wildrose 
candidate Allan Hunsperger, 
which are widely believed to 
have cost the Opposition party 
dearly at the polls in their tight 
2012 provincial election race 
against the Tories. 

In an interview Tuesday, 
however, Dirks said he would 
“work to balance the rights of 
all children and parents and 
teachers.” 

He added, “Diversity and 
mutual respect have to be up¬ 
held in our classrooms and in 
our schoolyards. There’s no 
room for intolerance of any 
kind in the education system 
and that’s simply the bottom 
line.” 

Dr. Kristopher Wells, direc¬ 
tor of programs and services 
for the Institute for Sexual Min¬ 
ority Studies and Services at 
the University of Alberta, met 


with Dirks and Prentice Tues¬ 
day about issues pertaining to 
the LGBTQ community. 

Wells called the meeting 
the beginning of the conversa¬ 
tion. 

“As the minister of educa¬ 
tion, he’s responsible for all 
students in our school system, 
including LGBTQ students,” 
Wells said, noting both Pren¬ 
tice and Dirks committed to 
continuing the dialogue on LG- 
BTQ issues. 

“This was his veiy first 
meeting in his veiy first day 
in office. I think that is import¬ 
ant in terms of the significance 
that he places behind these 
particular issues,” Wells added. 

Alberta Party Leader Greg 
Clark said he believes the new 
minister must come out with 
clear position statements on 
items like failed Motion 503, 
which would have required all 
Alberta school boards to sup¬ 
port the development of gay- 
straight alliances. 

Clark has declared his in¬ 
tention to run for the Calgaiy- 
Elbow seat vacated by former 
premier Alison Redford and 
said constituents in the area 
have little tolerance for homo- 
phobic views.

City councillors unsure 
on expanding their ranks

City councillors want more 
information before they de¬ 
cide on adding to their mem¬ 
bership, but should they want 
to add some faces to the table, 
the city already has a place to 
put them. 

Sandwiched between the 
Kids in the Hall restaurant 
and the current third floor 
councillor offices, is a whole 
extra floor of office space that 
has sat unused since City Hall 
first opened in 1992. 

The unfinished space is 
currently used for storage, 
but Coun. Biyan Anderson 
said it could serve future 
councillors. However, using it 
gets pricey.

cause there’s no accessible 
access from the second floor,” 
he said.

“That would require an 
elevator of some kind, which 
is probably going to substan¬ 
tially increase the cost of the 
retrofit,” he said. 

Anderson, who currently 
represents more people than 
any other councillor, said he 
doesn’t know if it’s time for 
a change, but with the city’s 
rapid growth it’s worth con¬ 
sidering. 

Changing ward bound¬ 



aries or adding councillors is 
a lengthy process and has to 
be completed well in advance 
of an election. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he’s 
glad council is discussing the 
issue, but he’s not convinced 
more councillors would help. 


“It’s $500,000 to add two 
more councillors and I am not 
sure we would get $500,000 
more productivity out of our 
council,” he said. 

Iveson said he believes 13 
representatives around the 
table is an ideal number and 


worries about how effective 
council could be if the num¬ 
bers increased. 

He said to keep up with 
constituent demands it might 
make more sense to add staff 
to council offices, rather than 
adding new councillors.

Province to sell off its 
controversial air fleet 


The new cabinet acts. 

Prentice says officials can 
make do without planes 
that helped sink Redford 


The Alberta government’s 
controversial fleet of air¬ 
planes will soon be gone with 
the wind, Premier Jim Pren¬ 
tice announced Tuesday. 

Prentice said the first deci¬ 
sion of his new cabinet was to 
sell the four-plane fleet that 
had become a public-relations 
millstone around the neck of 
the Progressive Conservative 
government. 

“Effective immediately, 
the premier and ministers 
will be expected to fly com¬ 
mercial as the primaiy meth¬ 
od of transportation,” Pren¬ 
tice told a legislature news 
conference. 

He said the government is 
now looking to tender a con¬ 
tract to a charter air service. 

While it’s important to 
ensure government members 
have access to remote areas, 
Prentice said “the ownership 


of a fleet of aircraft, the oper¬ 
ation of a fleet of aircraft, is 
not necessarily the most ap¬ 
propriate way.” 

Other family members 
will still be allowed on gov¬ 
ernment plane trips but 
under tight rules. 

The planes had become 
symbols of waste, excess and 
entitlement that brought 
down former PC premier Ali¬ 
son Redford in March. 

She quit the top job as pub¬ 
lic-opinion polls plummeted 
and ahead of a reported cau¬ 
cus and party revolt. 

Last month, auditor gen¬ 
eral Merwan Saher reported 
that Redford had used the 
“aura of power” of the pre¬ 
mier’s office to take the 
planes for personal trips 
for herself, her pre-teen 
daughter and her daughter’s 
friends. 

Alberta’s Air Transporta¬ 
tion Service has 13 pilots and 
support staff operating three 
Beechcraft King Air planes 
and a 30-seat Dash 8. 

Operating costs have been 
pegged at about $9.5 million 
a year, the Canadian press

Police help 
raise funds 
for hurt pup 

Edmonton police have 
kicked off a fundraising cam¬ 
paign to help cover the vet 
bills for a small pooch hurt 
in a vicious dog attack on the 
weekend. 

According to EPS 
spokesperson Scott Pattison, 
officers involved in the case 
were moved by the dog’s 
54-year-old owner, who was 
also mauled by four dogs in 
the Sunday attack. 

Police will not release the 
name of the woman or her 
“best friend” — a four-year- 
old Papillon dog — Pattison 
said Tuesday. 

“She underwent several 
hours of surgery the other 
day and she’s recuperating. 
There are some complica¬ 
tions, but we think she’s 
going to be OK,” he said. 

While the woman sus¬ 
tained serious bite wounds 
to her legs, arms and other 
parts of her body, the vet¬ 
erinary bills for her dog are 
expected to cost upward of 
$10,000 because of damage 
to its vertebrae. 

In an effort to help cover 
the cost, the EPS downtown 
division has raised $200 
and received an anonymous 
donation of $1,000. 

EPS are currently working 
with animal control and the 
Crown’s office to determine 
if the dogs’ owner will be 
charged. The dogs are cur¬ 
rently being held in quaran¬ 
tine.

Exoskeleton allows spinal 
cord patients to walk again 


Denny Ross says taking steps 
for the first time in a long 
time was nothing short of 
amazing, thanks to new tech¬ 
nology at the University of 
Alberta. 

Ross, 35, is part of a unique 
Canadian study that allows 
individuals with spinal-cord 
injuries to walk again. 

“Four years ago, we were 
looking at a standup wheel¬ 
chair, and now I’m walking. 


It’s amazing,” he said. 

Ross became paraplegic 
after breaking his back in a 
motor-vehicle crash while 
driving to Conklin for work. 

But now Re Walk, a mech¬ 
anized exoslceleton, allows 
individuals like Ross to stand 
up, walk and go up stairs. 

“It’s almost like riding on 
a horse. I think of those ro¬ 
deos, riding on a horse and 
basically balancing upper

body. It really trains balance,” 
said Jaynie Yang, professor of 


physical therapy at U of A. 

“At times it was frustrat¬ 
ing, but (Ross) just had to 
keep at it. He’s doing really 
well; we hardly help him 
now.” 

Two others are also taking 
part in the year-long study. 
Yang wants to extend the pi¬ 
lot project to see the effects 
on the human body and find 
improvements.

Scientists set to examine 
colossal Antarctic squid 



VKontakte. Oligarch

New Zealand.

It was a calm morning in 
Antarctica’s remote Ross Sea, 
during the season when the 
sun never sets, when Capt. 
John Bennett and his crew 
hauled up a creature with 
tentacles like fire hoses and 
eyes like dinner plates from 
less than two kilometres 
below the surface. 

It was a colossal squid: 350 
kilograms, as long as a mini¬ 
bus and one of the sea’s most 
elusive species. It had been 
frozen for eight months until 
Tuesday, when scientists in 
New Zealand got a long-an¬ 
ticipated chance to thaw out 
the animal and inspect it — 
once they used a forklift to 


manoeuvre it into a tank. 

The squid is a female, and 
its eight arms are each well 
over a metre long. Its two 
tentacles would have been 
perhaps double that length if 
they had not been damaged. 

“This is essentially an in¬ 


tact specimen, which is al¬ 
most an unparalleled oppor¬ 
tunity for us to examine. This 
is a spectacular opportunity,” 
said Kat Bolstad, a squid sci¬ 
entist from the Auckland 
University of Technology who 
was leading a team exam¬ 


ining the creature. About 
142,000 people from 180 
countries watched streaming 
footage of the squid examina¬ 
tion on the Internet. 

Colossal squid sometimes 
inhabit the world of fiction 
and imagination, but have 
rarely been seen in daylight. 
Remarkably, Bennett and his 
crew on the San Aspiring fish¬ 
ing boat have caught two of 
them. Their first, hauled in 
seven years ago, is on display 
in New Zealand’s national 
museum, Te Papa. Bennett 
said there was so much ex¬ 
citement about his previous 
catch, he thought he had 
better save the latest one for 
research. 

Bolstad said it’s possible 
that ancient sightings of the 
species gave rise to tales of the 
lcralcen, or giant sea-monster 
squid. She said sperm whales 
often eat colossal squid and 
are known to play with their 
food, and sailors may have 
mistaken that for epic battles.

Torontonians wait for 
news on mayor’s health 



After days of ominous but 
cryptic comments from May¬ 
or Rob Ford and his family, 
a doctor will give the city an 
official update Wednesday 
on the health problems that 
have cast a pall over the To¬ 
ronto mayoral election. 

The uncertainty surround¬ 
ing Ford’s status has slowed 
a campaign that usually ac¬ 
celerates in September. New 
candidate Doug Ford stayed 
off the campaign trail again 
on Tuesday, appearing down¬ 
cast and emotional again 
when he spoke briefly about 
his brother to reporters out¬ 
side Mount Sinai Hospital. 

Rob Ford gave another dis¬ 
quieting interview to the To¬ 
ronto Sun’s Joe Warmington. 
He said Monday that he had 
undergone a second biopsy, 
this one on his lungs, and was 
vomiting and in pain. 

“It’s pretty tricky right 
now,” he said. 

Nobody from the Ford 
family will attend the doc¬ 
tor’s 5 p.m. news conference 
on Wednesday, a spokesman 
for the Ford campaign told 
various media outlets. Doug 
Ford has no campaign events 
planned.

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Ukraine solidifies EU ties 
with landmark agreement

Ukraine has ratified a 
deal that will draw it 
closer to the European

Ukraine’s parliament rati¬ 
fied a landmark association 
agreement with the Euro¬ 
pean Union Tuesday, firmly 
pivoting the country toward 
the West and drawing a line 
under the issue that sparked 
massive protests and led to 
the ex-president’s ouster. 

In contrast to the patriotic 
fanfare of that vote, parlia¬ 
ment earlier in the day went 
behind closed doors to ap¬ 
prove laws granting greater 
autonomy for rebellious, pro- 
Russian regions in the east, 
and amnesty for many in¬ 
volved in the fighting. 

The laws are part of a 


peace deal between Kyiv and 
the Russia-backed separatists, 
which includes a ceasefire 
that has been repeatedly vio¬ 
lated since it was imposed on 
Sept. 5. But the Kyiv govern¬ 
ment has struggled to balance 
an outwardly pro-European 
stance with its attempts to 
end the conflict in the east by 
giving greater autonomy to 
the pro-Russian rebels, a move 
many in Ukraine fear will al¬ 
low Russia to bolster its influ¬ 
ence and further destabilize 
the region. 

After the ratification vote 
in Kyiv, synchronized with the 
European parliament by video 
chat, members of parliament 
leapt to their feet to sing the 
Ukrainian national anthem. 

“The message this sends 
could not be clearer: the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament supports 
Ukraine in its European voca¬ 
tion,” said Martin Schulz, the 
president of the EU Parlia¬ 
ment. “The European Parlia¬ 


ment will continue defending 
a united and sovereign 
Ukraine.” 

The agreement will lower 
trade tariffs between Europe 
and Ukraine, require Ukrain¬ 
ian goods to meet European 
regulatoiy standards, and 


force the Kyiv government to 
undertake major political and 
economic reforms. In a speech 
to legislators, President Petro 
Poroshenlco called the vote a 
“first but very decisive step” 
toward bringing Ukraine fully 
into the European Union. 


Poroshenlco said those who 
died during protests against 
the ex-president and during 
fighting in the east “gave up 
their lives so that we could 
take a dignified place among 
the European family.”

Criticism of the project 
centres on the government’s 
choice of a contractor, the 
Shurbagy construction com¬ 
pany, which has no antiqui¬ 
ties experience. 

Critics say a brick wall 
built on top of the pyramid’s 
base risks damaging the an¬ 
cient structure. 

“This company is full of 
corruption; they didn’t hire 
professional people,” said 
Monica Hanna, an Egyptian 


archeologist. 

“Looking at archival im¬ 
ages of Saqqara over the 
past 100 years, the pyramid 
actually looks new,” Hanna 
said. “This should never be 
the case; we have to conserve 
these monuments in a way 
that is unnoticeable.” 

El-Damaty blamed journal¬ 
ists for not contacting the min- 
istiy about “rumours” of the 
pyramid’s structural integrity.

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Violence. Brazilian police 
clash with protesters after 
eviction of200families 


Police and housing activists in 
Brazil’s biggest city clashed vio¬ 
lently on Tuesday after author¬ 
ities evicted about 200 families 
who had illegally occupied an 
empty hotel in downtown Sao 
Paulo. 

Protesters hurled rocks and 
pieces of wood at some of the 
250 police troops who showed 
up to evict an estimated 200 
families that had occupied 
the building’s 20 floors for six 
months. The confrontation 
spread to nearby streets and in 
front of Sao Paulo’s Municipal 
Theater, where some protesters 
torched a bus. Police fired rub¬ 
ber bullets, tear gas and stun 


grenades to disperse the crowd. 

Live television images 
showed some young men wear¬ 
ing gas masks and vandalizing 
nearby businesses, while others 
used homemade wooden 
shields to ward off rubber bul¬ 
lets. Lt. Col. Mauro Lopes of the 
Sao Paulo police department 
told reporters seven people sus¬ 
pected of breaking into a store, 
and of setting the bus on fire, 
had been arrested. Another 60 
people were taken into custody 
for questioning. 

Four police officers were in¬ 
jured in the confrontation and 
taken to nearby hospitals.

Volcano may erupt 
‘within weeks,' 
officials warn 

The Philippines’ most active 
volcano belched out huge 
lava fragments that rolled 
about a kilometre down its 
slope in an ongoing gentle 
eruption, prompting author¬ 
ities to remove thousands 
of villagers from the area, 
officials said Tuesday. 

The Philippine Institute 
of Volcanology and Seismol¬ 
ogy raised the alert level 
for Mount Mayon, warning 
that a “hazardous eruption” 
is possible within weeks. 
Increased restiveness was 


recorded overnight, including 
the ejection of glowing rocks 
from the summit and dozens 
of low-frequency volcanic 
earthquakes. Molten lava has 
accumulated at the top of the 
2,460-metre volcano’s crater. 

Volcanologist Ed Laguerta 
said he saw huge glowing 
lava fragments and hot 
boulders rolling down from 
Mayon’s crater late Monday, 
when thick clouds parted 
and revealed the volcano’s 
summit. Albay Gov. Joey 
Salceda ordered the evacua¬ 
tion of up to 12,000 residents 
within eight kilometres of 
the crater. The area within 
six kilometres of the volcano 
is a mandatoiy evacuation 
zone.

Some of America’s largest cit¬ 
ies are ratcheting up their criti¬ 
cism of prescription painkill¬ 
ers, blaming the industry for 
a wave of addiction and over¬ 
doses that have ravaged their 
communities and busted local 
budgets. 

The heightened rhetoric 
comes as Chicago tries to re¬ 
cover millions in health-care 
costs from opioid drugmakers, 
alleging that companies delib¬ 
erately misled the public about 
the risks of their drugs. It’s a 
legal strategy that could be at¬ 
tractive to other cash-strapped 
cities, but one that experts 
say will face major hurdles in 
court. 

On Tuesday, health com¬ 
missioners from Chicago, 
New York and Boston came 
to Washington to lobby Con¬ 
gress and the White House on 
efforts to combat prescription 
opioid abuse, which is blamed 
for 17,000 deaths per year in 
the U.S. — more than three 
times as many as those due to 
either heroin or cocaine. 

“This is a raging epidemic, 
and we are feeling the brunt of 
it in big cities across the coun¬ 


try,” Dr. Bechara Choucair, Chi¬ 
cago’s health commissioner, 
said in an interview with The 
Associated Press. 

Chicago’s lawsuit, filed in 
July, alleges that five pharma¬ 
ceutical companies deceptively 
marketed their drugs to treat 
long-term, non-cancer pain, 
even though that use was “un¬ 
supported by science.” The al¬ 
legations place the city at the 
centre of a national debate 
over the appropriate use of 
opioids, which are frequently 
prescribed to treat common 
conditions like arthritis and 
back pain. 

But where federal and state 
pharmaceutical lawsuits usu¬ 
ally seek to recoup money 
spent on drugs, Chicago is also 
seeking damages for a range of 
other expenses. 

“It directly affects us in 
terms of increased health-care 
costs and all the indirect costs 
of substance abuse and addic¬ 
tion in terms of increased use 
of ambulances, emergency- 
room visits, workplace injuries 
and destroyed families,” said 
Steve Patton, the city’s chief at¬ 
torney.

Fast-food deal a slow process 


Tim Hortons executives spent 
nearly six months negotiating 
the $11-billion US takeover deal 
with Burger King, a process 
that saw the American com¬ 
pany increase its offer for the 
coffee chain three times. 

Documents filed with regu¬ 
lators on Tuesday illustrated 
lengthy talks that began last 
March with a suggestion to bil¬ 
lionaire investor Warren Buffet, 
and soon brought Tim Hortons 
CEO Marc Caira into the mix 
through a conversation over 
dinner. 

Within a few weeks, Burger 
King had submitted its first offi¬ 
cial offer for the Canadian com¬ 
pany at $73 per share. 

Over the coming months, 
the burger company’s majority 
owner, 3G Capital, along with 
Burger King and Buffett’s Berk¬ 
shire Hathaway Inc., agreed to 
increase their offer, encouraged 
that plans by Tim Hortons to

Burger King wound up bumping the offer 
price to $88.50 US per share on Aug. 15, with 
the deal being finalized later that month. 

become more competitive in 
the quick-service food market 
would push its stock higher 
and grow its quarterly results. 

Burger King’s offer first rose 
to $78 per share in May and 
by June had jumped again to 
$82.50. 

But Caira wasn’t satisfied, 
the documents say, and in Au¬ 
gust he and chief financial offi¬ 
cer Cynthia Devine told Burger 
King executives they would 
need to make a higher offer 
and clear commitments to Tim 
Hortons stakeholders, its em¬ 
ployees and to Canada.

Enter the maze, if you dare 



No way out. The 
Maze Runner is just 
the latest film to 
employ such a sinister 
puzzle as plot point

Moviemakers have been 
using mazes to amaze audi¬ 
ences for years. 

Giant labyrinthine puz¬ 
zles are almost as old as 
mankind: Prehistoric mazes 
were built as traps for ma¬ 
levolent spirits, while in 
medieval times the laby¬ 
rinth represented a path to 
God. But recently, the idea 
of people struggling through 
a complicated network of 
paths has made for some 
striking visuals in movies. 

This weekend. The Maze 
Runner sets much of its ac¬ 
tion inside a gigantic maze 
where frightening mechan¬ 
ical monsters called Griev- 
ers wander, tormenting 
Thomas (Dylan O’Brien) as 
he navigates the maze to 
pick up clues that help him 
piece together memories of 
his past. 

The sci-fi story is just the 


latest to feature a maze as a 
major plot point, but just as 
Labyrinth’s Sarah (Jennifer 
Connelly) is warned, “noth¬ 
ing is as it seems” in these 
movie puzzles. 

Remember Harry Potter 
and the Goblet of Fire? Like 
Thomas in The Maze Run¬ 
ner, the boy wizard has to 
make it through a maze (in 
this instance to find the Tri¬ 
wizard Cup), but instead of 
fighting magical creatures, 
this hedge maze is magical; 
shape shifting to make the 
journey extra difficult. 

The 1972 horror film 
Tales from the Crypt con¬ 
tained an even more sinister 
maze. 

Made up of five stories, 
the film culminated with 
the tale of a labyrinth told 
with razor-sharp wit. Set in 
a home for the blind, the 
patients get even with the 
institute’s cruel director by 
placing him in the centre of 
a maze of narrow corridors 
lined with razor blades. It’s 
a cutting edge story, that, 
according to besthorrormov- 
ies.com “rivals the ‘death 
traps’ of Saw and ‘tortures’ 
of Hostel while only show¬ 
ing a single small cut of the 
flesh.” 

In The Shining, the axe- 
wielding father Jack Tor¬ 
rance (Jack Nicholson) chas¬ 
es his son Danny (Danny 
Lloyd) through the Overlook 


Hotel’s hedge maze. The 
quick-thinking boy escapes 
by retracing his steps, con¬ 
fusing his maniacal dad. 

The documentary Room 
237 offers up a number of 
interpretations of what the 
maze and Danny’s escape 
represents. 

One theory suggests it 


reflects Greek hero Theseus’ 
slaying of the Minotaur and 
escape from the labyrinth, 
while another speculates it’s 
a metaphor for conquering 
repression. Whatever the 
subtext, it remains one of 
director Stanley Kubrick’s 
most tense scenes. 

And finally, Francis Ford 


Coppola’s version of Dracula 
sees Lucy (Sadie Frost) sleep¬ 
walking through a garden 
maze, chased by Dracula 
(Gary Oldman) in wolfman 
form while Pan’s Labyrinth 
features a maze as a place 
of safety for Ofelia (Ivana 
Baquero) to evade her at¬ 
tacker.

Released in 1997, I Know 
What You Did Last Summer 
joined Scream as part of a 
new wave of slasher movies, 
a horror sub-genre in which

The feature was successful 
enough to merit a sequel in 
1998, in which Jennifer Love 
Hewitt and Freddie Prinze 
Jr. reprised their roles. 

Scripted by Kevin Wil¬ 
liamson, who also penned 
the screenplay for Scream, 
the movie was inspired by 
Lois Duncan’s suspense 
novel of the same name. 
The story follows four teen¬ 
agers who, after accidental¬ 
ly running over a man while 


driving home from a party, 
dispose of the body and vow 
to tell no one. Just when 
they think they are in the 
clear, the characters begin 
receiving mysterious notes 
from someone determined 
to make them pay for their 
actions. 

Screenwriter and direc¬ 
tor Mike Flanagan (Oculus)

ripe elongated plum tomatoes 
have fewer seeds and a meaty 
texture, which makes them 
perfect for soups and sauces.

While the 
soup is simmering you can 
make the biscuits. 

Tomato Soup 

1. In saucepan, heat oil over 
medium heat and cook shallots, 
garlic, rosemaiy and thyme for 
about 3 minutes or until soft¬ 
ened. Add tomatoes and cook, 
stirring for about 5 minutes or 
until juices start to appear. 

2. Using potato masher crush 
tomatoes. Add stock and bring 
to a boil. Reduce heat and sim¬ 
mer for 20 minutes. 

3. Using immersion blender 
or pour into blender and puree 
until smooth. Return to clean 
saucepan. Whisk flour and pep¬ 
per into milk. Stir into soup and 
bring to a simmer for 5 minutes 
or until thickened slightly. 

Biscuits 

1. In bowl, combine flour, 
sugar, baking powder and salt. 
Using pastiy blender or finger¬ 
tips cut in butter until mixture 
resembles coarse crumbs. Grad¬ 
ually add enough of the milk, 
stirring with fork to make soft, 
slightly sticky dough. 

2. On lightly floured surface, 
knead dough gently about 10 
times. Pat dough into 1-inch 
thick round. Using floured 
cookie cutter, cut out rounds. 


Cheese-Stuffed Tomatoes 


Hankering for tomatoes with a 
little more oomph? Looking for 
something a bit more robust? 

Try this Cheese-stuffed To¬ 
matoes recipe, which fills hol¬ 
lowed out tomatoes with a mix 
of bread crumbs and Monterey 
Jack cheese, then bakes them 
until bubbling. 

1. Heat the oven to 400 F. Coat 
a 9-by-9-inch baking pan with 
cooking spray. 

2. In a medium skillet over 
medium-high, heat the oil. Add 
the onion, garlic and corian¬ 
der. Cook for 5 minutes, or just 
until tender. Stir in the bread 
crumbs, cheese, salt, pepper 
and cilantro. 

3. Cut a 1/2 inch slice off the 
top of each tomato. Use a 
melon bailer to scoop out the 


insides of the tomato, leaving 
the outer flesh intact. Spoon a 
quarter of the cheese mixture 
into each tomato. Arrange the 
filled tomatoes in the prepared 
pan. Bake for 8 to 10 minutes, 
or until tender and bubbly.

Criticism of Vikings 
and star running back

Adrian Peterson has been 
one of the most popular and 
marketable stars in the NFL, an 
approachable superstar with 
an inspirational comeback 
stoiy that made him an endors¬ 
er’s dream. 

Now that he is facing a fel¬ 
ony charge of child abuse for 
spanking his four-year-old son 
with a wooden switch, the 
Minnesota running back is in 
the middle of a firestorm, and 
several sponsors are starting to 
distance themselves while the 
controversy envelopes a league 
in crisis. 

In the wake of the Vikings’ 
decision to allow Peterson to 
play while the legal process 
plays out in Texas, the Radisson 
hotel chain has suspended its 
relationship with the Vikings. 
Special Olympics Minnesota, 
Castrol Motor Oil and Mylan 
Inc. severed ties with Peterson 
and Nike stores in the Twin Cit¬ 
ies have stopped selling mer¬ 
chandise with his name on it. 

And Peterson’s All Day 
Foundation, which has been 
devoted to helping children, 
put up and took down a series 
of statements on its website 
before shutting it down, in-

$477 milhon in public funding 
for a stadium that is being built 
downtown. “Yes, Mr. Peter¬ 
son is entitled to due process 
and should be ‘innocent until 
proven guilty.’ However, he is a 
public figure; and his actions.... 
Whipping a child to the extent 
of visible wounds, as has been 
alleged, should not be tolerated 
in our state.

Ray Rice. NFL players’

The NFL players’ union ap¬ 
pealed Ray Rice’s indefinite 
suspension Tuesday night. 

Rice was originally handed 
a two-game suspension in 
July under the NFL’s personal 
conduct policy after he was 
charged with assault follow¬ 
ing a Feb. 15 altercation with 
his then-fiancee in a casino 
elevator. 

The Baltimore running 
back had already served the 
first game of that suspension 
when, on Sept. 8, a video sur¬ 
faced showing Rice punching 
Janay Palmer, now his wife, in 
that elevator. 

Within hours, the Ravens 
released Rice and NFL com¬ 
missioner Roger Goodell 
extended the suspension to 
indefinite based on the “new 
evidence.”

Hernandez: I ‘felt 
helpless’to refuse 
police questions 

Former New England Patri¬ 
ots tngland Patriots tight 
end Aaron Hernandez said 
in a court filing released 
Tuesday that he felt help¬ 
less and concerned about 
his fiancee and their baby 
when police investigating 
a 2013 killing questioned 
him during a warranted 
search at his home. 

Hernandez has pleaded 
not guilty to murder in the 


June 2013 shooting of semi- 
professional football player 
Odin Lloyd of Boston. The 
body of Lloyd, who was dat¬ 
ing the sister of Hernandez’ 
fiancee, was found near 
Hernandez’ North Attleboro 
home. 

The affidavit contains 
Hernandez’ first public 
statement on the case. It 
supports a motion to sup¬ 
press evidence related to 
his cellphone, which he 
told police how to access. 

Hernandez’ lawyers say 
he should have been given 
a Miranda warning about 
his right to remain silent.

— notably Mazda6 and Fu¬ 
sion. 

All this makes Sonata a 
slightly different proposition 
than it was last year, and play¬ 
ing to different strengths. 

It’s more of an all-rounder, 
with a much-improved ride 
and better handling. The new 
chassis feels more secure 
and capable, and the electric 
power steering dials in more 
feel. 

The new exterior shape 
improves outward visibil¬ 
ity and rear-seat ingress and 
egress. 

As before, the rear-seat 
area is spacious, and it’s one 
of the few midsize models 
that offers optional rear-seat 
heating. For kids back there 
on cold mornings, those seats 
are, as Ron Burgundy would 
say, “kind of a big deal.” 

The powertrain has some 
tweaks, but is basically car¬ 
ried over from last year, so 
you get two choices of four- 
cylinder power (2.4-litre or 


2.0-litre turbo), both mated 
to a traditional 6-speed auto¬ 
matic, for that familiar shift 
feel and performance. A hy¬ 
brid version is also available. 

My test vehicle was a Sport 
model with the Tech package 
($30,199), with the standard 
2.4-litre four. The 2.4 comes 
with direct injection, DOHC, 
aluminum block and head, 
and continuously variable 
valve timing. 


With 185 hp and 178 
lb.-ft. of torque on tap, it is 
very similar in refinement, 
power, fuel efficiency and on- 
the-road performance to the 
other big fours out there in 
this segment. 

At the wheel, the Sonata 
has an easygoing personality, 
with very intuitive and easy- 
to-use controls and infotain¬ 
ment paraphernalia. 

The Tech package showed 



off many new premium fea¬ 
tures, which are more-or- 
less expected in this midsize 
class, including an 8-inch 
touch screen with navigation 
and rear-view camera, Blue¬ 
tooth, blind-spot detection, 
rear park assist and a heated 
steering wheel. 

Limited and Ultimate mod¬ 
els are where you find the 
top-shelf technology, such as 
lane-departure warning and 
assist, front collision warning 
system, adaptive cruise con¬ 
trol, electric parking brake 
and ventilated front seats. 

The new Sonata will surely 
continue to win its share of 
fans in this veiy competitive 
family sedan segment.

Cycling is great exercise and 
a viable means of transporta¬ 
tion, but it can also be dan¬ 
gerous when vehicle traffic 
is part of the mix. It’s import¬ 
ant for eveiyone to take an 
active role in bicycle safety. 

“We always tell motorists 
that they have metal around 
them, while cyclists are vul¬ 
nerable, but cyclists should 
be good road-sharing partners 
as well,” says Teresa Di Felice, 
director of government and 
community relations for CAA 
South Central Ontario. “We 
want to mitigate conflict and 
get to safety.” 

It’s important for cyclists 
to think about safety and 
follow the rules of the road, 
since drivers can’t predict 


what cyclists are going to do. 
This includes riding with the 
flow of traffic (unless there’s 
a bike-specific contraflow 
lane), obeying traffic signals, 
and making eye contact with 
motorists at intersections. 

Likewise, drivers need to 
give cyclists at least a metre 
of space when passing them, 


check for cyclists alongside 
when making right-hand 
turns, and look for oncoming 
bicycles when making left- 
hand turns. Drivers also need 
to stay farther back when 
driving behind a cyclist, since 
a bicycle can stop much faster 
than a car. 

Cyclists have to use extra 


caution around big trucks, 
which have large blind spots 
despite their multiple mir¬ 
rors. 

“Cyclists are flexible and 
can get into smaller spaces, 
but that space between a curb 
and a car is different when 
it’s a curb and a truck,” Di Fe¬ 
lice says. 


“We tell cyclists to stay 
back behind the truck, to let 
it go and make its turn.” 

Even though truck drivers 
make wide right turns, the 
trailer will always turn sharp¬ 
er than the truck, and a cyc¬ 
list waiting at the curb could 
be crushed under the trailer’s 
rear wheels before he even 
realizes he’s in danger. 

Di Felice also warns that 
while cars should move out 
to pass cyclists, trucks can’t 
always do this. 

“There’s a responsibility 
for the trucker to give cyclists 
space, but they can’t easily 
weave out, especially if it’s 
uphill. We encourage truck¬ 
ers to do what they can, but 
cyclists must realize that no 
one’s tiying to be aggressive, 
and they can’t manoeuvre a 
truck the way they would a 
car.” 

Cyclists should also make 
themselves visible with lights 
or reflective clothing, espe¬ 
cially at dusk, when those 
on bikes may still think it’s 
bright outside but motorists 
have less visibility through 
their windshields.

has the brightest lights or 
clothing, put that person at 
the back of the pack, if pos¬ 
sible. 

“Cycling isn’t a fad, and 
we’re seeing it increase,” Di 
Felice says. “It’s important 
to address this, and our role 
is to look at what needs to be 
done.”

Plug-in hybrid BMW sets the pace for Formula E electric racers 

In a case of electric serendipity, BMW’s new flagship hybrid sports car, the 2015 i8 two- 
seat coupe, has been named the official safety car for the low-emissions, global electric 
racing series, known as Formula E. The Bavarian automaker’s plug-in hybrid course car 
was revealed at the Donington Park racing circuit in the United Kingdom, an ex-Grand 
Prix venue and the home base of Formula E racing. The i8 should be more than up 
to the task of leading racers around a circuit, says website Motor Authority, with its 
1.5-litre three-cylinder turbocharged engine and two-motor electric drive system produ¬ 
cing a combined 357 horsepower. Its top speed on electric power alone is 135 km/h.

Cruze Diesel sales are slow off the line 

The first diesel passenger car to be sold by General Mo¬ 
tors in almost three decades is off to a slow sales start 
after being available to the public for almost a full year 
now. From last July through June of this year, the 2014 
Chevrolet Cruze Diesel sold a mere 5,974 units, or just 
2 per cent of the more than 300,000 Cruze models sold 
over that period. The diesel Cruze hasn’t yet come close 
to the 10 per cent sales mark suggested at its launch by 
former Chevy sales chief Don Johnson. The Volkswagen 
Jetta TDI, its closest competitor and the only other mid¬ 
size diesel-powered sedan currently on the market, sold 
46,409 units over the same period.
